Two Cannon-Ball Passenger Trains 
Crash Together. 


THE STATION OF ALADDIN THE SCENE 
OF THE DISASTER. 


Fatal Mistake of Engineer Boechart—Run- 
ning at High Speed, He Failed to Take 
a Siding and Dashed Into the Waiting 
Train—To Add to the Horror of the 
Calamity the Wreoked Cars Take Fire. 


JACKSONVILLE, III., Jan. 5.—A terrible col- 
uston occurred at 1:45 o’clock this morning on 
the Wabash railroad at Aladdin, a small sta- 
tion east of Hannibal. Six men were killed 
outright, two probably fatally injured and 
many others badly hurt. The victims are: 

A. S. BOUCHARD, engineer; killed outright. 

James WILSON, engineer; killed, 

Four Italian emigrant passengers, names 
unknown; killed and cremated. 

Henry WaARBOGS, fireman, of Springfield ; 
fatally injured. 

Ep CROMWELL, fireman; not expected to 
live. 

The trains were the east bound and west 
bound Cannon Ball trains. The east bound 
train had the right of way and was waiting 
at Aladdin for the other, No. 41, to take the 
siding. The night was foggy and Engineer 
Bouchart was not very well acquainted with 
the run and failed to stop at the switch, but 
went rushing by the station ata high rate of 
speed. He was unable to see anything 
ahead of him, at least this is the supposi- 
tion. 

The eneines came together with terrific force 
and in an instant all was contusion. To add 
tothe horror of the scene both trains took 
fire, consuming the baggage and smoking 
cars and one chair car. The remainder of 
the cars were detached and saved. 

The body of Bouchart was found pinned to 
the ground under hisengineand his fireman 
was fatally injured. 

Charles Wilson, the engineer of the east- 
bound train, was buried in the wreck and his 
body has not yet been found, His fireman 
was very severely injured but may recover. 

Besides the four Itallan emigrants killed 
and cremated several more were wounded, 
The belated train passed through here at ll 
o’clock to-day. 

The physicians connected with the Wabash 
Hospital Department at Hannibal were im- 
mediately summoned and are now at the 
wreck. The injured are being taken to 
Springfield Haspital. 

Both engineers live at Springfield, lll. The 
bodfes of Engineer Witson and some of the 
emigrants were burned. 


PERILS OF THE SEA, 
TERRIBLE SUPFERINGS OF A RESCUING BOAT’S 
CREW. 

LIVERYOOL, Jan. 5.—A 
posed of six men, belonging 
steainship Lieanor, arrived here this morn- 
ingina half frozen condition. The sallors 
teliatale of much suffering and probably 
severai of them wil be permanently 
injured, From the stories told by the 
mariners referred to, itappears that one of 
the passengers of the Eleanor, who had been 
acting mastrange manner all the time he 
had Deen on board, suddenly jumped over- 
board on Saturday while the steamer was 
coiling at full speed. The Eleanor at that 
time Was olf Greenore Light, County Louth, 
Ireland, but far out at sea. In addition, it 
was night time and a nasty sea was running. 
The weather was bitterly cold. In spite of 
these facts the captain of the steamship 
stopped and then reversed his engines and 
ordered a boat to be got ready for launching. 
lie also called for a volunteer crew and 
burned blue lights while the boat was being 
ewung overbcard and lowered away. A crew 
of six volunteers slid down the falls 
the moment the small craft was ready for 
them and with the steamer still burning 
red fare lights the rescuers disappeared 
in the darkness, pulling with all their 
Strength in the direction in which the 
Crowning man was supposed to be. Under 
the influence of the wild sea and a strong 
current the boat was soon so far away from 
the steamer that ber lights could not be seen. 

' gallant seamen, however, continued 
their search for the passenger who had 
jumped overboard. 

When the first alarm of ‘‘man overboard’’ 
had been given on board the Eleanor a life 
buoy had been thrown overboard from the 
fcamer and after an hour of fruitless search 
the men in the Eleanor’s boat found this 
buoy and, clutching it flercely in his death 
gone, wasthe unfortunate passenger. He

Holyhead and reported the loss of the six men 
and the ger referred to. The greatest 
indignat is expressed at the Captain 
steamship for having so hastily concluded 
that the six seamen Were lost. He says that 
he cruised about for two hours in the vicinity 
ofthe spot. The injured seaman propose to 
bring suits for damages against the 3 
and owners of the vessel. They say that it is 
impossible forthe Eleanorto bave cruised 
two hours aboutthe spot, where her com- 
mander should have known they were to be 
found, without actually finding them. 


HER INJURIES FATAL. 


EXPLODING FACE LOTION KILLS MARY BIRD, AN 
ACTRESS. 


CrxcrnnaTi, O., Jan. 5.—Miss Mary Bird, an 
actress, play ing at the Grand Opera-house, 
was badly and perhaps fatally burned last 
night. She is boarding at Hexter’s Hotel, 
and was about to retire for the night, when 


her clothes caught fire by the explosion of a 
bottle of face lotion which she held in her 
hand uncorked. The frightened girl ran 
screaming down stairs. There was no one 
astir in the hotel, but her cries of pain 
brought a number of persons to her assist- 
ance, who extinguished the flames and sum- 
moned medical assistance. Her face, neck 
and arms are frightfully blistered, and even 
should she recover itis very probable she 
will be disfigured for life, Miss Bird isa na- 
tive of New York, where she has a brother in 
the theatrical business. She is 22 years of 
age. 

The unfortunate woman died at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 


TWO YOUNG LADIES DROWNED. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 5.—The bodies of 
two young ladies, named May Morton and 
Polly Harlow, who were drowned in Sac 


River in Polk County last Friday, were re- 
covered Saturday and Sunday and will be 
buried in the county grave yard, where their 
parents were buried years ago and near by 
where they were drowned. They came here 
last Wednesday, from Sedalia, and said 
they were going to Brighton, Polk 
County, to see their grandfather named 
Blue, They set outina buggy Thursday and 
spent the night with him, A heavy rain 
swelled the little river toa torrent. They 
started to return to Springfield against the 
advice of their relatives and were never seen 
alive after. A wetand muddy horse told the 
gad tale. The body of one was found Satur- 
day evening, the other was recovered Sunday 
morning. 


VESSEL ON FIRE.

OPINION DAY. 


Court of Appeals Hands Down a 
Batch of Decisions—Oourt News. 

This was opinion day in the Court of 
Appeals. Judge Rombauer presid- 
ing, assisted by Judges Biggs and 
Thompson, decided five cases 
Judge Rombauer filed two dissenting and one 
concurring opinion. Judge Biggs filed two 
and Judge Thompson two. The caseof Lu- 
cien E. Byrne vs. Keokuk & Western Rall- 
road was perhaps the most interesting. 

It was a suit against the rallroad for not re- 
bullding ditches and drains alongside oftheir 
embankments, whereby water accumulated 
ana flowed over the defendant’s flelds, caus- 
ing damage to his erops. I e decision of the 
lower court that the company had failed to 
comply with the statutory regulations 
was upheld. The case of Loulsa 
Beckman, respondent, vs. the Pheonix 
Insurance Co. broughtup a point of legal 
procedure. The decision ofthe lower court 
was also affirmed in the case of Wm. Koop- 
mer against Medford H. Cahoon, in which 
damages were granted against the latter, an 
attorney, for the non-performance of duties 
undertaken. Other cases decided were:

Breen’s Ill Luck. 


Late this afternoon the case of Allen B. 
Pendleton against Michael C. Breen tore- 
cover $508 with interest at 10 per cent, al- 
leged to be due on ajpromissory note executed 
April 10, 1890, was called in Circuit Court 
room No. 1 for trial.

Breen said at the time that t his be- 
longings had not been seized he would have

borrowed $675 in April, 1590, and gave his note 
to A. B. Pendleton for that amount. A chat- 
tel mortgage on his horses, wagons, harness 
and other belongings Was given as security.

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NEW ROUTE TO ASIA 


Commissioner Tupper’s Plea for the 
Canadian Line. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND THE DOMINION TO 
HAVE CLOSER RELATIONS. 


Sir Charlies Has Views on <Ameri- 
can Tariff Laws-OChange in Naval 
Steam Equipment—Russia’s Famine 
Continues—Bulgaria’s Unsatisfactory 
Answerto French Demands—Foreign. 


Loypown, Jan. 5.—A deputation from the 
Southampton Chamber of Commerce has 
waited upon Sir Charles Tupper, the Cana- 
dian High Commissioner to England, for the 
purpose of urging upon him the claims of 
Southampton to bethe port of departure in 
England for the steamers of the proposed 
Ang'o-Canadian mail service. After listen- 
ing to the views of the deputation Sir Charlies 
promised to consider their statements and 
arguments. He said that the proposed service 
would form an alternative route to the far 
East in the event of any obstruc- 
tion preventing the passage of steamers 
through the Suez Canal. He added that the 
proposed service arose in consequence of 
the McKinley tariff in the United States, 
which had struck a serious blow at the trade 
of Canada. It bore, he said, especially hard 
on the Canadian farmers. 

Sir Charles was happy to say that the in- 
tention of the McKinley act to subordinate 
Canada to the great Republic had not proved 
successful. It had tended to unite the com- 
munications between the Dominion and Great 
Britain, which latter country afforded equally 
as good a market for the Canadian goods 
excluded from the United States. He added 
that he had found that Great Britian and the 
Dominion felt that the time had arrived when 
they should not depend upon a foreign port 
for their malls. They could send passengers 
for the far East by way of Canada in a much 
shorter period than now occupied in sending 
them by way of New York. 

The Chronicle in an editorial this morning 
says: A more effective method of realizing 
Sir Charles Tupper’s aspirations would be 
unrestricted reciprocity between England 
and Canada. We do not expect that Sir 
Charles will agree with us when we affirm 
that it would be better for Canada to estab- 
lish free trade both with America and our- 
selves; but itis of the highest importance to 
preserve more friendly relations with 
America. If we are to use the 
Canadian Pacific Rallroad as a high- 
way to the Kast, this is an 
additional reason why Canada should aim 
not only to strengthen the donds of union 
with England, but to maintain such relations 
with America as will obviate any just cause 
for jealousy against England. America 
hopes to compel the entrance of Canada into 
the Union by the severity of her commercial 
policy. The best way to defeat such tactics 
is not to be found in imitation, far a nation 
of 5,000,000 cannot wage a successful com- 
mercial war against a nation of 65,000,000, but 
in a policy of unrestricted commercial inter- 
course with the rest of the worid. 


DEMANDS REFUSED. 


BULGARIA’S UNSATISFACTORY ANSWER—FRENCH 
CAPITAL GOSSIP. 

PARIS, Jan. 5.—The reply of Bulgaria to the 
note of France demanding the withdrawal of 
the decree uf expulsion issued by the Bul- 
garian Government against M. Gaston Chad- 
oulne, the agent in Sofa of the Agencia 
Havas, a French news association, is regard- 
edin official circles asarefusal of all the 
French demands made in connection with the 
case. 

M. Rouvier, Minister of Finance, has urged 
the Cabinet Ministers in preparing their 
estimates for the Budget not to exceed the 
credits of last year, unless able to effect re- 
trenchments elsewhere. He roughly com- 
putes the revenue for 1893 at 3, 280, 000, 000 
francs, and the expenditures at 2,340,000,000 
francs. 

The attack of influenza from which M. 
Victoriel Sardou, the celebrated dramatist, is 
suffering is so violent that he is completely 
prostrated. For the first time this winter 
snow is falling in this city. 

M. De Maupassant, now insane, only re- 
cently commenced a new work which he said 
would be the finest thing he ever wrote.

RUSSIA’S STARVING. 


SUFFERING FROM THE FAMINE WIDE-SPREAD— 
RELIEF SUGGESTED. 

St. PetTerspure, Jan. 5.—The English 
Quakers who have been making a tour of the 
famine-stricken provinces have returned to 
this city. They are convinced that the dis- 
tress resulting from the famine is wide- 
spread, and they hope that all na- 
tions will prove their sympathy with 
the sufferers in a practical way. 
Countess Tolstoi has written to a 
friend in Munich describing the famine in 
Russia and the methods she adopts to relieve 
the starving people. Shesays that the only 
relieving society is the Red Cross, for which 
her sons collect money to buy grain and other 
necessaries, while her daughters make visits 
from house to house and invite the destitute 
to the free soup kitchens. ‘‘The state of the 
people,’’ she says, ‘‘is miserable indeed. It 
is almost impossible to render an account of 
how donations are expended. Some of the 
people require food, while others want cloth- 
ing.

DR. GRAVES STILL DENIES, 


But the Sheriff’s Officers Maintain That a 
Confession Was Made. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 5.—Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves reiterates his denial of having in any 
way implicated Col. Ballou in the murder of 
Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, of which crime the 
doctor now stands convicted. 

The Grand-jury adjourned last night, and 
it is said that they took nocognizance of the 
reported confession of Dr. Graves to the 
two deputy sheriffs, Wilson and Means. 
Deputy Sheriff Wilson still maintains that 


the doctor confessed, but Deputy Means re- 
fuses to either confirm: or deny what the 
doctor is alleged to have confessed. ‘‘I have 
told onlyitwo persons what statements Dr. 
Graves made,’’ said Means, ‘‘and those per- 
sons were Judge Furman and Sheriff Barton. 
I started to tel Mr. Furman in the presence 
of the doctor, but the doctor jumped upand 
called me a —— lar, and as the old man 
was already suffering enough from his con- 
viction I did not dispute with him. At the 
proper time I will tell all,“ said he in con- 
clusion. 

Speaking ofthe scene attending the incar- 
ceration of the prisoner in the condemned 
murderer’s cell on Saturday night last, the 
jail officials say that after being locked in his 
cell Dg.

His Forces Now Fighting Against Inev- 
itable Defeat, 


OHIO’S SENATORIAL CONTEST NOW PRAC- 
TICALLY SETTLED. 


Sherman Considers His Victory Assured— 
Doubtful Voters Trooping to the Ma- 
jority—Serious Republican Split in the 
State Likely by the Factional Bitter- 
ness Engendered. 


Col uuns, O., Jan. 5.—The tide of battle 
seems to have turned remorselessly against 
the Foraker forces, They still maintain a 
line, however, and with grim defiance stare 
fate in the face, fully resolved to redeem 
themselves from the ignominy of an utter 
route. Gen, Asa Bushnell, the wealthy friend 
of Foraker and the father-in-law of McGrew, 
whom Laylin, the Shermanite, defeated for 
speaker, returned yesterday to his home in 
Springfield. This looks ominous, but it is 
notthe only thing that has that sort ofa 
look. The headqucrters of Foraker have lost 
their vivacity. An air of discouragement 
pervades them. Still, his forces keep up a 
brave front and maintain their pugnacity, 
though their prospect of success seems, to all 
others, totally lost. 

Since Laylin, the Shermanite, has been 
elected Speaker ofthe House no fewer than 
forty-two men have come to him and as- 
serted that they voted for him. He got but 
thirty-eight votes and he knows that four 
men in this forty-two have lied, but he can’t 
for the life of him pick out the four Mars. 
This, however, 1s looked upon as a straw that 
shows that the winds are blowing strongly 
towards Sherman. It is believed that at 
least two more ofthe Hamilton County dele- 
gation will break from Forakerto Sherman 
to-day, making a loss of three from Foraker. 
Mr. Iden of Newark, whose seat was con- 
tested, has been admitted to the Senate, and 
has openly declared for Sherman. Half a 
dozen members remain on the fence, but the 
general belief is that all of them will be car- 
ried by the force of the currentto Sherman. 

The Foraker adherents are fairly screaming 
mad at the national administration, 
and are breathing vengeance. What with 
these and with other indications that 
cannot be described in words, the drift ap- 
pears tobe very strongly towards the tri- 
umphant success of the old Senator. If his 
outlook was good on last Saturday night it 
was better yesterday, and this morning it is 
clearly much betterthan it was yesterday. 
Itis growing. Conservative estimates are 
that Sherman has fifty-five vofes solid in 
joint caucus, which are eight more than 
enough to elect. Enthusiasts claim that he 
will have over sixty votes. Still, this confi- 
dence has not caused a relaxation of vigi- 
lance by the Sherman men. 

SHERMAN CONFIDENT. 

The desire of the Sherman forces for an 
open ballot at the caucus is regarded as an 
indication of assured strength, and the effort 
of the Foraker party to have asecret ballot 
is looked upon asa confession of weakness. 
The secret ballot, in the caucus for Speaker 
of the House, was unobjectionable, as that 
affair concerned members ofthe House ex- 
clusively and it also relieved the Speaker ina 
measure, of liability to the charge of discrim- 
inating against the supporters of his oppo- 
nent in the make up of the standing commit- 
tees, but in the caucus for the choice of a 
United States Senator, the cause is different. 

In that affair members are directly respon- 
sible totheir constituents for the way they 
vote, and they have no right to conceal it. 
Furthermore, there is no precedent for a se- 
cret ballot in the caucus for the election of a 
‘Republican Senator. In every instance inthe 
history of Republicanism in Ohio the ballots 
have been open—that is, by roll call. The 
advocacy of asecret ballot has not only in- 
dicated the weakness of the party that de- 
sired it, butit has tended as strongly as any 
single cause to increase its weakness. 

Precisely.when the caucus will take place 
had not inthe early morning been settled. 
Sherman desiresto have it over and done 
with quickly and has proposed 2 o’clock p. 
m.on Wednesday, or even earlier, forit. 
Foraker expresses a preference for it on 
Wednesday night at the earliest. It may be 
held to-morrow, however, and again it 
may be deferred beyond Wednesday. 

Be the final result as it will this contest will 
surely be a stone of stumbling and a rock of 
offense in the Republican party in Ohio. 
This week’s work has already made deep 
sores, forthe healing of which much time 
and skillful nursing will be required, 

EXPLAINING THE DEFEAT. - 


The press of Ohio, this 8 generally 
consider the contest at an end. The power 
ful Commercial Gazette, which has been the 
soul of the Foraker candidacy, apparently 
loses its confidence for the first time to-day, 
and in summarizing the situation says: 

„Gov. Foraker has not, by any means, 
given — 4 fight, but on the contrary feels 
that he has as a chance to win as has 
his rival, and he certainly will remain in it 
until the finish. The magnificent fight that 
he is making against every influence that can 
be brought to bear, except that of popular 
sentiment, has aroused the admiration of 
even his 2 who never expected to 
have suc a tussle. Secretary of State 
Ryan, who has taken an active part in the 
fight against Gov. Foraker, and has been the 
shrewdest and the best adviser Senator Sher- 
man has had, remarked that the ex-Governor 
deserved to win the wonderful battle he had 
waged, When it is remembered that the 
Foraker cause has had to contend against 
every outside influence; has been under the 
necessity of fighting the most powerful 
elements in the State; has had no position to 
offer for a vote, the verdict must be that even 
in defeat, which is not probable, the ex-

Dr. Grobby’s Murderous Assault 
in Judge Olaiborne’s Court. 


He Endeavors to Stab George James 
For Assailing His Wife. 


THE COLORED WRETCH HASA NARROW 
ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Mrs. Grobby Had Positively Identified the 
Negro and He Was Asserting That She 
Had Not Told the Truth When the 
Doctor Sprang at Him With a Dirk 
Knife—Viehle and Allender Return— 


Patton Inquest. | 


But for the agility of a police officer and 
Deputy Sheriff the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion would have been the scene of a bloody 
and awful murder at noon to-day. Dr. Chas. 
H. Grabby of 5836 Page avenue drew a dirk 
knife from his hip- pocket and sprang toward 
George Jones, a negro on trial, and a second 
later would have buried the blade in the body 
of the defendant on trial had 
not Detective Danaher and  Oficer 
John Hurley jumped between the 
would-be avenger and his victim and pre- 
vented the deed. The court-room was 
thrown into the greatest uproar and the 
negro jumped from his seat and was about to 
dee from the room. 

The attempted murder was but another in- 
cident in a very sensational case of an at- 
tempted criminal assault which occurred on 
the evening of Dec. 8 on Page and Goode ave- 
nues. Mrs. Dr. Grabby, a matronly lady 
about 40 years of age, was the victim and she 
suffering from the shock her 
nervous system received at that 
time. On December 8 Mrs. Grabby paid 
a visit to some friends in Clayton and re- 
turned to the city on an afternoon train. 
She did some shopping down-town and then 
took a Washington avenue car for her home. 
When she reached Taylor avenue there was 
no car waiting and she strolled toward her 
home. As she walked along she noticed a 
ne riding west on Page avenue, but he 
did not attract her attention particularly. 
At the corner of Goode avenue a hand was 
laid on her shoulder and, turning, she gazed 
into the face ofjthe negro. She asked what 
he meant, and fore he replied 
she tola him she had but 
a few cents and he could haye that. ‘‘I don’t 
want your money, hereplied. Realizing in 
a moment her situation,Mrs.Grabby wheeled 
and grasped a fence post with both arms and 
ecreamed. The negro pulled and tugged, 
but he did not release Mrs. Grabby’s hold. 
He then caught her by the leg above the 
ankie and jerked her feet from under her. 
Unable to bear the strain Mrs. Grabby let go 
of the post and fellto the ground. The negro 

god and twisted her for a moment, and 
then, seeing some one approaching in the 
oom,as it was deep twilight, he fled. 
staggered to her home 
her experience to her 
husband and year old son. Arming them- 
selves, the f er and son scoured the neigh- 
bDorhood all night, but could not find the 
negro, wh Mrs. Grabby so accurately de- 
scribed. e following day they located a 
negro whe answered the description and an 
officer took him to the house that night. 
POSITIVELY IDENTIFED. ~~ 

Mrs. Grabby positively identified him as the 
man who attempted to assault her. Dr. 
1 was about to shoot the prisoner when 
he took off his hat and walking up to Mrs. 
Grabby asked her to look at him more N 
saying at the same time he could 
prove he was at home in his 
room at the time of the assault, The doctor 
hesitated and replaced his revolver. Since 
that evening the doctor has investigated the 
case and found the negro had lied and that 
he was seen in the neighborhood at the time 
of the assault and was away from home. 


Mrs. Grabby at no time changed her mind 


and still swears most positively that George 
Jones is the man. 

To-day Jones was called in the Court of 
Criminal Correction for a preliminary ex- 
amination on a charge of assault with 
intent to rape. Dr. Grabby lies 
wife and son were in court to testify and re- 
mained in the witness room adjoining the 
court until the case was called as Mrs. 
Grabby was too Ill to sit up without support. 
When the case was called she and her son 
walked behind the negro sitting in a chair 
before the bar but Dr. Grabby passed in 
frontof him. He stopped a moment, looked 
intently into the face of the prisoner, shook 
his head and passed, to be sworn asa wit- 
ness. Mrs. Grabby took the stand first with 
her husband at her side to support her.

The negro been 
to realite his danger and sprang from his 
chair. The doctor wus almost upon him and 
in one more step would have been within 
reach with his knife when Officer Hurley and 
Detective Danaher caught his arm. They 
wrenched the knite from him and carried him 
bodily into the Judge’s room back of the 
bench. Deputy iherift John Nagle 
caught the prisoner and nur 
ried him to the cage as young Grabby was 
seen buttoning his coat and approaching the 
negro from another direction. The negro 
trembled as with ague and almost ran with 
Deputy Nagle to the iron cage, expecting 
. moment to bo shot or 
stab in the back. When quiet 
was restore the witnesses were 
recalled and a rd placed over the prisoner 
until all the evidence was heard. Jones said 
he had no statement to make, and Jud 
Claiborne remarked as he made an entry in 
bis docket that it was the worst case of at- 
tempted assault he had heard of in years. 
He said he would fix the highest possibile bond 

the case 60 as to save the pri ner’s life by 

eeping him in jail, knowing he could not 

ve the bond required. As soon as the case 
disposed of Deputy Nagle burried Jones 
to the jail so as to keep him out of 
reach of Dr. Grabby, who still vows he will 
take the law in his hands himselfif justice is 
not done in the case.

NO SIGN FROM CHILI.| 


The Little Republic’s Apology Has Not 
Reached Blaine. 


PRESSURE TO CREATE ANTI-WAR SEN- 
TIMENT IN CONGRESS. ~ 


— — — 


The Official Correspondence Not Sub- 
mitted To-Day—No Recent Advices 
From Santiago Received at Washing- 
ton — Monitor Miantonomoh Testing 
Her Guns—An English Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—The cable 
gram from Valparaiso, announcing that in- 
structions had been sent to Minister Montt to 
make an apology to the United States for the 
attack upon and the killing of the Balti- 
more’s sailors, so far lacks confirmation. At 
the State Department itis said that Minister 
Montt has not notified this Government of 
the fact that such instructions had been re- 
ceived by him. 

A systematic endeavor is now being made 
through personal appeals to Senators and 
Members to counteract whatever war senti- 
ment has been aroused. These appeals are 
being made by persuns who have large in- 
interests in Chili which will be jeopardized 
by aconflict, and who have come to Wash- 
ington from New York for no other reason 
than to prevent the authorization of a 
declaration. of war should such a step be 
threatened. Quite a number of members 
were approached by those emissaries of 
Chili yesterday. 

The correspondence which the President 
has promised to send to Congress relating to 
the attack upon the Baitimore’s sailors at 
Valparaiso will not be sent in to-day. In 
fact, there is reason to believe that some days 
will elapse before the public will know 
officially just what has passed between the 
Department of State and Minister Egan on 
the one side and the Chilian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Minister Montt on the 
other. 

The unofficial announcement ofthe prac- 
tical completion of the judicial proceedings 
in Valparaiso, and the intention of the 
Chilian legal authorities to punish the three 
Chilians convicted of participation in the as- 
sault, has given satisfaction here, and is 
generally regarded as a distinct concession 
by the Chilians to the United States, showing 
that there will not, in all probabillhy, be any 
further undue delay in the disposition of the 
case. These tidings have not, so far as can 
be learned, been officially made known to 
Secretary Blaine, by Minister Montt, and it 
may be that the latter will await the sentence 
of the convicted Chilians before he presents 
to the Secretary the conclusions reached by 
the judicial authorities of hiscountry. With 
matters in this promising condition, it 18 
therefore unlikely thata disturbing element 
will be introduced in the negotiations by the 
publication of the incomplete correspond- 
ence. 


AS A DISPATCH BOAT. 


THE YACHT GOLDEN ROD MAY BE SENT TO 
CHILIAN WATERS. 

New YORK, Jan. 5.—It was rumored yester- 
day that in view of the possibility of a war 
between the United States and Chili Archi- 
bald Watt, commander of the American 
Yacht Club, had placed at the disposal of the 
Government his handsome and speedy steam 
yacht, Golden Rod. The offer, itis said, was 
made as soon as it was learned that the 
United States would be in need of light and 
fast vessels for duty as torpedo crulsers or 
dispatch boats. Commodore Watt, in reply 
to a question whether or not his flagship had 
been Offered to the Government, ex- 
pressed surprise. 

That is a question which it would be 
manifestly more proper to refer to the 
officials of the Navy Department 
than me., said the Commodore. 
‘I willonly say this, that if there should bea 
war between the United Statesand Chill and 
the Government did the honor to make use of 
my yacht she would be commanded by 
whatever naval officer the Department saw 
fit to detail. If my services would be of any 
use tothe Government you may be assured 
that my boat would not go to sea without

If Chin should fall to make reparation for 
the Baltimore affair and a war ora demon- 
stration of force becomes necessary, the 
United States will find itself — | in need of 
boats of the Golden Kod class for duty as 
lookout and dispatch vessels. In time of war 
many of the faster yachts could be utilized 
for this purpose, and would undoubtedly 
prove themselves valuable adjuncts to the 
fleet. These small vessels would have 
functions to perform quite as im- 
portant as those of the heavy armored 
cruisers in fact, a few light guns and torpe- 
does may give some brilliant young naval 
officer an opportunity to distinguish himself 
as young Cushing did by blowing up the Albe- 
marie. The opportunities on board such ves- 
sels are many, and there area hundred or 
more officers ready to volunteer for this duty 
immediately. 

The Gelden Rodis now laid up in winter 
quarters on the Harlem River, adjoining 
Commodore Watt’s estate. If the United 
States should desire to utilize the Golden 
Rod in a sudden emergency, she could be 
converted into a formidable torpedo crulser 
within two weeks. 

Should war be declared all the naval ves 
sels available for co-operation in Chilian 
waters would promptly rendezvous at some 
point in the South American oceans, and 
form a fleet that would proceed to Chill 
through the Straits of Magellan. The Golden 
Rod and any other fast yachts that might be 
offered to the government would accompany 
this fleet as packet or lookout boats and tor- 
pedo cruisers. 


TRYING THE VENEZUELA. 


INCIDENT WHICH LOOKS LIKE PREPARA- 
TION FOR WAR. 

New YORK, Jan. 5.— That the United States 
Governmentis actively preparing for war 
was shown in the extraordinary trial trip of 
the steamship Venezuela of the Red Line, 
under the supervision of a naval board of in- 
spection.

Chair. 


BOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS RESUMED 
WORK TO-DAY. 


Democrats Desire an Early Adjournment 
and Will Hasten Legislation—Woman 
Suffrage to Be Pressed—Wm. R. Mor- 
rison Reappointed on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—The scene on 
the floor ofthe House this morning was a 
lively one. There was a large attendance of 
membersand the fact that this was prac- 
tically the first business day of the House 
of the Fifty-second Congress attracted 
a number of outsiders who 
went from member to member of- 
fering suggestions as to measures which 
should be introduced or solicited offices for 
themselves or friends. The galleries, al- 
though not crowded, were well filled and 
their occupants surveyed the scene 
with attentive interest. Every where 
New Year’s greetings were exchanged 
and the utmot good feelng and fraternity 
prevailed and for once political and personal 
animosity seemed to be eradicated. At noon 
the House was called to order by Clerk Kerr, 
who stated he regretted to annonnce the in- 
ness of the Speaker and declared that 
the only business in order was the 
election of Speaker pro tem. On 
motion of Mr. Springer of Illinois the honor 
of that election was bestowed upon Mr. Me- 
Miuin of Tennessee, who, on taking the 
chair, was warmly applauded by his party 
colleagues. 

The condition of Speaker Crisp continues to 
improve, but it will probably be at least two 
weeks before his health will permit him 
safely to resume his duties as presiding 
Officer, Dr. Walsh, his physician, said 
that the Speaker was now  conva- 
lescent, with not a solitary unfavor- 
able symptom, and that he hoped 
to have him a sitting up in two or three 
days. With the last few days the Speaker’s 
appetite has been steadily growing ‘better, 
and with this ability to assimilate easily 
Ggestible solid food is coming increased 
strength. The Speaker was consuited as to 
his wishes with reference to a Speaker 
pro tem of the House. He said that 
the rules did not give him authority to name 
a temporary successorand that he did not 
wish to express any preference, but to leave 
to the members of the House their own se- 
lection ofa Speaker pro tem. There wasa 
general feeling on the part of the Democrats 
in favor ofthe selection of Mr. McMillin of 
Tennessee as presiding officer. 

There was an informal meeting of the Rules 
Committee this morning, which was attend- 
ed by several representatives who are not 
members of the committee. Mr. Burrows of 
Michigan represented the Republican mi- 
nority. Mr. Reed was not present. There was 
no disposition on the part of the Republican 
members to take advantage of any embar- 
rassments arising from the Speaker’s iliness, 
and it was decided to permit the ordinary de- 
tails of legislation to proceed without ob-

There are a numberof leading Democrats 
who desire to have the work of Congress ex- 
pedited a nd an early adjournment reached.

to the rules, which may be offered to-day. 
Gov. McCreary believed that all the appro- 
priation bills ought to be reported tothe 
House within the next eighty days, so that 
they can receive speedy consideration, and 
thus insure an early termination of the ses- 
sion. The amendment reads as follows: 

It shall be the duty of several committees having 
jurisdiction of general appropriation bills to report 
said appropriation bills to the House (except the 
general deticiency bill) within eighty days after the 
committees are announced inalong session of Con- 
gress, and within forty days after the commence- 
ment of a short session, and if any committee fail to 
s0 report, the reasons of such failure shall be privi- 
leged for consideration when called for by any 
member. 


WOMEN SUFFRAGE. 

The usual Constitutional amendment to 
provide for woman suffrage, which has 
made its appearance annually for some years, 
will be introduced in this session by pre- 
sentative Greenleaf, of Rochester, N. Y., 
whose wife is President of the Woman Suf- 
frage Association of New York, Congressman 
Greenleat believes that the matterof sex 
ought not to determine the right of suffrage. 
He believes that a woman who Is equally in- 
telligent with men, who owns property, pays 
taxes, and contributes to the support of the 
Government, ought not, in justice, to be de- 
prived of a voice in the control of affairs,

Garse’s Insurgents Backed by the 
Clerical Party. 


UgEVOLUTION AGAINST A DICTATOR 
GROWING OUT OF THE UPRISING. 


‘pion and Money Supplied by the Clerical 
Party — Mexican Officials Alarmad— 
Collision With the United sta tbe to 
Be Avoided by the Rebels News From 


the Front. 


Lanepo, Tex., Jan. 5.—Startling develop- 
ments are coming to the surface in regard 
to the Garza revolution, The head and front 
of the whole matter 18 coming to light. The 
paper found in the saddle bags of Pablo 
winoz, one of the captured revolutionists, 
throws a great deal of light on the situation. 
it proves conclusively that what was fore- 
shadowed four days ago is true, and that the 
clerical party is furnishing the money with 
which the campaign is being conducted, 

In all the forages made byGarza he has not 
stolen or plundered the smallest article. On 
the other hand, he has paid cash at top 
prices for what he has needed. Where all 
this money Was coming from has been puz- 
sing the American and Mexican authorities. 
It is now ascertained that Monteza, Arch- 
bishop of Monterey, is the financial agent of 
the clerical party in supplying Garza with 
funds. Secret officers have traced packages 
going by express, and papers found in Garza’s 
camp confirm the fact. 

summed up itis this: Bishop Oca and Itur- 
bine are virtualy one, and they hate Diaz 
and so does Garza. They furnish the money 
and Garza Goes the work. 

nere is nota word of speculationin this. 
It is cold, naked fact. S0 gar as Garza at- 
tempting any trouble on this side is con- 
cerned, it is the veriest nonsense. When he 
attacked the United States troops under 
Capt. Bourke it was under necessity. His 
camp was surprised at night and he opened 
fre and ned. Soithas been all along, the 
sole ambition of the Garza revolutionists be- 
ine to get across the river. Inflammatory 
pronunciamentos over different signatures 
calling Mexicans to arms against tyranny 
are constantly being circulated on both 
sides of the Rio Grande, the latest being by 
Juan Fiores. 

Ir the United States authorities keep Gar- 
ga’s forces well rounded up instead of cap- 
turing them, they will be forced to cross into 
Mexico, and then the real tocsin of war will 
be sounded. The clerical party is strong and 
richand Diaz’s imprisonment ofthe priests 
makes them bitter. 

The Mexican administration desires to sup- 
press every mention of the revolution, and 
pretends to believe there is no trouble brew- 
ing, but their actions and preparations are 
at variance. The government realizes the 
inevitable andisactively at work. As a re- 
sult of the trouble even the price of Mexican 
silver has fallen considerably. For- 
eigners who have developed Mexican indus- 
tries are alarmed. The foreigners are all 
supporters of the Diaz Government. It is 
true that he rules more like an Emperor 
than the President of a republic, but it is this 
which gives foreignerssecurity. The present 
uprising is seeking fora military leader, but 
at present there are none available. All 
governors and generals are well paid and 
rich, and they wilistay by Diaz, because 
they have all to lose and nothing to gain. 
Besides they are all growing old. 

Your correspondent learns froma reliable 
source thatthe horses belonging to Garza’s 
revolutionary forces are in a sad plight. It 
is remembered that his men were mounted 
nearly four weeks ago upon grass-fed horses 
bought from the ranchers of the country, 
where he recruited most of his forces upon 
the Texas side of the Rio Grande. Garza’s 
men have been compelled to keep the saddle 
most of the time in order to avoid conflict 
with the United States troops, whom it 
would be ruinous for him to meet. 
Besides this hard service Garza’s forces 
are surrounded by the United States cavalry 
in a country covered with brush and cactus, 
with little or no grass to graze his horses 
upon and only a limited supply of water, 
while he has no base of supplies whatever 
from which to secure forage. The United 
States troops operating against him secure 
all their supplies, both for men and horses, 
from Fort McIptosh, at Laredo,a distance of 
from sixty to a hundred miles, by trains of 
ox carts. 

These supplies have to be distributed to 
the different commands by pack mules after 
this OX cart transportation reaches the 
border of these dense jungles, where our 
troops are operating. Garza finds great 
difficulty in securing fresh mounts for his 
men, bacause the ranchers have now realized 
that the United States Government will insti- 
tute vigorous prosecution “ee ainst all persons 
— or abetting Garza in his revolutionary 
work.

THE VOICE OF NEW YORK. 


There is an irreconcileable diversity of 
opinion observable in two of the New 
York papers that are undertaking to teach 
the Democratic party what it must do to 
be saved from defeat in 1892.

on his own damnation.’’ 

Each of these papers is manifestly pre- 
paring to resume its old habit of knifing 
and defeating the Democratic ticket in 1892 
unless its favorite is nominated; the Sun, 
unless HILL is the man, and the Times, un- 
less CLEVELAND is the man. But it is to be 
hoped that Democrats and people of the 
country at large, remote from the blinding 
animosities of New York’s local faction 
strifes will utterly discredit what these 
papers say about such Democrats as 
CLEVELAND and HILL, whose public 
records should speak for them.

EXPERTS TESTIFY. 


Real Estate Men Say the Polytechnic 
Was Sacrificed. 


CHAIRMAN HUTTIG ATTACKS THE MAN- 
WER OF KEEPING THE BOARD'S BOOKS. 


; 


No Re-Valuation of Property Although the 
Increase Has Been Nearly $1,000,0Q0 
-The Ground on Which the Polytech- 
nic Stands Valued by Real Estate 
Agent Boeck at $162,000. 


The School Board Committee investigating 
the sale of the Polytechnic Building, met last 
night to continue the examination of wit- 
nesses, and further important testimony will 
be gathered Wednesday night bearing upon 
that remarkable transaction. At last night’s 
meeting Chairman Huttig and Messrs. 
Bartholdt, Holthaus, spinning, Brockman 
and Blair were present, as were also Direct- 
ors Brady, Oudmore and ex-Director Bosley. 

Director Alex Cudmore, of Cudmore Bros., 
the ring carpenter, was placed on the stand. 

Mr. Cudmore’s memory was defective. He 
didn’t remember whether he did or did not 
vote forthe sale resolution, and disremem- 
bered allabout the resolution to reconsider, 
He never gave the price of the building the 
slightest thought, as such little considera- 
tions as protecting the School Board’s prop- 
erty never entered his head. He admitted 
being an Aulerite, but suggested that he may 
have left that faction, on occasion, to vote 
with the Millerites. He had never heard a 
price put on the building until he heard the 
sale resolution read on the night of Aug. 12, 
1890. Asa builder he was of the opinion that 
the cellings were defective and dangerous. 
He preferred the Polytechnic lot without the 
building to the lot with the building standing 
on it, but couldn’t be induced to puta price 
on the building, . 

RBAL ESTATE EXPERTS TESTIFY. 

O. H. Bailey, the real estate dealer, testi- 
fied that he had been for thirty years in bust 
ness and was well grounded on values. 
He considered the Polytechnic ground 
worth $1,000 per front foot at the 
time of the sale and easily 
worth $1,250 per front foot now, with the 
corner worth $1,800. As tothe value of the 
building he was disinclined to give an opin- 
ion. e instanced the sale of the opposite 
corner to Mr. Wainwright for $127,000, .and 
thought Mr. Brookings had got a bargain in 
the Polytechnic building. 

Adam Boeck, the real estate agent said that 
the Polytechnic property was easily worth 
$1,000 a front foot at the time of the sale and 
was worth 20 per cent more now. He had 
tried to sell the property for 5150, 000 in 1889, 
but could not, e was of the opinion that if 
$15,000 could be spent on the ~building 
so as to drin in $20,000 in rents, it 
would be worth ,000 andthe whole prop- 
erty $175,000. He now thought the lot alone 
worth $162,000. 

After a protracted secret session the com- 
mittee adjourned to 4:30 to-morrow. The in- 
vestigation will probably be completed at to- 
morrow’s session and a report ready for pre- 
sentation atthe board meeting on Jan. 12. 
Already the investigation has gone sum 
ciently far to show the great necessity of 
re form in the board’s system of conducting 
business. Chairman C. H. Huttig of the ln 
vestigating Committee was seen this morn- 
ing by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter relative to 
the action already taken and the work ac- 
complished by his committee. 

BAD BOOK- KEEPING. 

„am now reasonably sure,“ said Mr. 
Huttig, that the investigation of the Poly- 
technic sale will be concluded Wednesday 
night. in which event the committee will 
make its report at the next regular monthly 
meeting of the board one week from to-night. 

Ihe investigation has got at facts con- 
cerning the Polytechnic sale, but I am not 
yet ready to disclose those facts, nor will I be 
until authorized by the committee, which 
will be when its report is ready to be made to 
the board. But in addition to facts about the 
Polytechnic sale, there have been many 
other things of importance developed by the 
investigation. 

„One of these is that the School Board 

not been properly kept 
At the next meeting 
board there will be a 
resolution introduced to have all property of 
the School Board revalued and the new valu- 
ation put on the books. This revaluation 
willshow a difference between the record 
value as now appearing on the books and the 
real value of at least $1,000,000, the difference 
being inthe form of a decrease from the 
present incorrect valuation. The errors in 
valuation were brought about from the sys- 
tem of charging repairs and improvements 
to building accounts, thus apparently 
giving butidings a value represented 
by all money spent upon them. Under 
such asystem, the Polytechnic Building itself 
now has a value on the books of $400,000. In 
some locations realestate has advanced so 
materially as to partly offset the effect of this 
revaluation, but the aggregate difference, I 
am sure, will be 51,000, 000. 

he methods in use in selling School 
Board property have also been found very 
objectionable, and a resolution will 
be introduced to change this method. 
It will provide that when a 

iece ofr property is to be Sold 
tshall be thoroughly advertised and sold at 
— auction to the highest bidder. The 

oard shall, however, retain the right to re- 
ject all bids, so thatif the price be too small 
it will not have to be sacrificed. 

The Investigation Committee will not be 
discharged at the close of the Polytechnic in- 
vestigation. It will be continued, and will 
take up other matters not yet touched 
upon,’

Mrs. Kendal has never done better emo- 
tional acting here than as Katherine. she 
showed less mannerism and more genuine 
feeling than in anywof her previous efforts, 
although she was not entirely free from affec- 
tation. In several of her scenes, however, 
she obtained vivid and absorbing effects by 
thoroughly artistic methods. ‘he honors 
were shared by ° ® Dodson 
whose Hoell Brinnlilow was a model of artistic 
simplicity and quiet strength. Fortunately 
Mr. Kendal had the part of a somewhat 
stolid and practical Englishman in Reginald 
Hawley and played it with simple directness 
in which there was neither subtility of de- 
lineation nor intensity of emotion. Miss 
Nellie Campbell succeeded merely in looking 
the sweet and pleasing girl, and the other 
parts were either so slight or so weakly at- 
tempted that they are scarcely worth men- 
tioning.

THE CUSTER MASSACRE, 


Disobedience of Orders Said to Have 
Caused the Slaughter. 

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 5.—In his me- 
morial sermon at the funeral of Maj. -Gen. 
Alfred H. Terry, Rev, Theo. T. Munger, pas- 
tor of the United Church, this city, referred 
to the massacre of Gen. Custer’s command 
in June, 1876. He said: | 

‘*Custer’s fatal movement was in direct 


violation of both verbal and written orders. 
When his rashness aud disobedience ended 
in the total destruction of his command Gen. 
Terry withheld the fact of the disobeyed 
orders ana suffered an imputation hurtful to 
his own military reputation rather than sub- 
ject a brave, but indiscreet, subordinate toa 
charge of disobedience.’’ 17 

In the January number of the Century 
James B. Frye, in commenting on Dr. Mun- 
ger’s remarks quoted above, S: 

‘*When called to account for the accusation 
which he made against one dead soldier at 
the Christian burial of another, Dr. Mung 
gave Col. R. P. Hughes of the United Stat 
navy, a brother-in-law of Gen. Terry and! 
a long time his aide, as authority for his ¢ 
famatory assertion. Col. Hughes denied 
having authorised Dr. Munger to make the 
Statement, though he admits he was the 
source of the doctor’s information. 

Rev. Dr. Munger, speaking to-day of Gen, 
Frye’s criticism, said:

A Statement From the Chief Executive 
That in His Opinion It Was Absolutely 
Necessary to Redistrict the State—Sup- 
posed Reasons for the Alteration in 
His Convictions, 

When the General Assembly adjourned last 

March, every Sevator and Representative 

was under the impression that the Governor 


would call an extra session for the purpose 
of redistricting the State. They had excel- 


lent reasons for thinking so, as they had the 


Governor’s written opinion that the Assembly 
should arrange the new Congressional 
and electoral districts, It was on the 18th of 
February when the regular session was 
nearly at an end, that the Governor officially 
notified the Legislature ofthe passage of the 
new apportionment act by Congress and the 
fact that Missouri was entitled under its pro- 
visions to an additional Congressman and 
electoral vote, 
THE GOVERNOR ON RECORD. 

Gov. Francis’ notification was concluded in 

the following language: 


STATE OF MISSOURI f 
Crry OF JEFFERSON, Feb. 18, 1591. 
To the General Assembly of the State of Missourt: 

GENTLEMEN—I have the honor to forward to you 
herewith through the Housea communication from 
the Secretary of the State of the United States, in- 
closing a certified copy of actof Congress, ap- 
proved Feb. 7, 1891,entitled ‘*An Act making an ap- 
portionment of Representatives in Congress among 
the several States under the eleventh census. You 
will observe that by this act Missouri is given fifteen 
members ofthe House of Representatives after the 
3d of March, 1893, or with the beginning of the 
Fifty-third Congress. As the State has at present 
only fourteen representatives this will give Missouri 
one additional, and at the general election in 1892 it 
willbe necessary to elect fifteen members of Con- 
gress. In my opinion it is advisable that the Thirty- 
sixth General Assembly should redistrict the State 
into fifteen Congressional and Electoral Districts. 
Respectfully, DAVib R. FRANCIS, 

Governor. 
PART OF THE JOURNAL. 

The communication above given is part of 
the official journal of the regular session of 
the Thirty-sixth General Assembly, which 
Gov. Francis said should redistrict the State. 
The Governor could not have stated his opin- 
ion more clearly. 

In my opinion it is advisable that the Thirty-sixth 
General Assembly snould redistrict the State into 
fifteen congressional and electoral districts. 

Such is the concluding sentence of his 
message to the Assembly, as is shown by the 
journal, 

Members of the Assembly are placing vari- 
ous constructions on the Governor’s change 
of base on the extra session question, After 
declaring that the Thirty-sixth Assembly 
should do the redistricting he 
is now disposed to take the 
stand that an extra session is not necessary. 
W hat has brought about this change of opin- 
ion isa question of pecullar interest to the 
Senatorsand Representatives at this time 
and they are giving much comment to the 
subject. One of the stories fying about 
the State is that the influence 
of the fourteen Congressmen at 

resent representing Missouri has 

een used to preventan extra term, for the 
reason that they are averse to having their 
districts lines changed. They would, itis 
said, be willing to assist the Governor in any 
of his future political aims, if he would only 
prevent the Assembly from changing the 
geographical jlimits of their dis- 
tricts. Those who are disposed 
to take this view and gzive it 
circulation admitthat while it does not ap- 
ply to some two or threeof the districts it 
certainly does to the others. 

AN ALLEGED SELFISH VIEW. 

Reasoning from this view they say that the 
Congressmen would certainly rather see the 
new Congressman elected at large, than 
from a new district. Some who are disposed 
to be more severe on the subject say 
these same Congressmen would even see the 
additional vote in the electoral college chal- 
lenged than consent to have the Assembly 
interfere with their districts. 

Gov. Francis’ supporters say that such re- 
ports are ridiculous. His object in confer- 
ring with the Missouri deiegation in Con- 
gress, they argue, was simply to get their 
views on the extra session. ‘hey said they 
did not consider an extra session 
necessary, but it is denied that 
they were actuated by selfish considera- 
tions in giving such an opinion, 

While Gov. Francis has not positively de- 
clared that he will not call the extra session, 
yet the impression is general that he does not 
want to do it and will not if he can avoid it. 
The Governor’s friends do not like 
the character of the reports that 
are oing the rounds. hey say 
that if he does refuse to call the session, his 
reason will be that there is no existing neces- 


sity for running up such an expense to the 


State.

MILLER IS MYSTIFIED. 


HE DOES ‘NOT KNOW WHO THREW THE 
INTO HIS BAKERY. 

The snowy ground in the alley behind the 
hallway of Henry J. Miller, Fourth street and 
Clark avenue, was covered to-day by 
hundreds of footprints made by people who 
came to see the havoc done by the dynamite 
explosion yesterday. There was very little 
outside to satisfy their curiosity. Mr. Miller 
had had a bricklayer and a carpenter 
at work and the two had 
repaired the damage so that nobody 
but a close observe r could tell that there had 
been any. Inside the bakery business went 
onas usual. Foreman Charles Schaurer had 
his half dozen bakers kneading dough, beat- 
ingup cake mixtures and watching the ovens 
for the big batches of bread the concern 
turns out every day. Baker Frank Beck, 
who was in the shop when the explosion 
occurred and was hurt Dy bits of 
flying glass, was at his work with 
the rest. They were all a little bit nervous 
and ready tostart when some one droppeda 
pan with a clatter, but, beyond that, there was 
nothing out of the ordinary in their de- 
meanor. _ 

The guests in the restaurant have to pass 
through the bakery and pay Mr. Miller as 
they pass out. Mostofthem had a word or 
two to say about the attempt to blow 
up the shop, but the baker did not 
enter into a discussion of the affair with any 
of them. ‘‘I don’t know who did it,’’ he 
would say as he made change, and the man 
who stop ped and bought a cigar with the 
hope of hearing a little more went away with 
the conviction that he had spent his nickel 
rather foolishly. 

MILLER STILL MYSTIFIED. 

Mr. Miller took a reporter of the Posrt- 
DisPaTCH around to the back of the shop 
and showed where he had walled up the 
hole and replaced the casement 
of the window. Ihen he and Olerk Louls H.

Col. Priest to Testify How He Valued the 
Property—Councilman Oole Corrects a 
Mistake About His Plans— Masons in 
the Council to Investigate a Story. 


Ex-Senator D. H. Armstrong and John G. 
Priest will be called on soon to testify before 
the Mullanphy Investigating Committee. 
Col. Armstrong’s name has been suggested 
to Chairman Nelson Cole by Gen. Justin Mc- 
Kinstry, who knows how intimate the ex- 
Senator was with Bryan Muilanphy. Col. 
Armstrong was the Comptroller of the city 
when Mullanphy was the Mayor, and their 
relations were confidential. One day, not 
long before the death of Mullanphy, Comp- 
troller Armstrong was standing on the 
street talking with some friends when the 
Mayor came up. 

**Here are some papers I want you to take 
charge of, said the Mayor to the Comp- 
troller. 

All right, said Comptroller Armstrong, 
taking them carelessly, and continuing 
his conversation. When he went back to his 
office he saw he had the willof the Mayor, 
creating the emigrat fund, and he lost no 
time in placing it on record. 

Col. Armstrong says that Mullanphy did not 
like bonds as an investment. and thought 
nothing was like real estate. If the Investi- 
gating Committee wants to know what Mul- 
lanphy’s real wishes were with regard 
to the trust, his evidence will be valuable. 

Col. Priest was once President of the Mul- 
lanphy Board, and in evidence given before 
the Committee, it has been claimed that he 
sympathizad withthe heirs, when the divis- 
ion of the property was made, and over- 
valued the city’s share in order that it might 
appear to be a fair third. One lot at Sixth 
and O’Falilon is given as an instance of this. 
It is said that it was valued at $32,000 when it 
was turned over to thecity, although it was 
not worth half that. 

Col. Priest says he hopes the committee 
will give himachance to tell the story of 
that valuation session down in the Mullanphy 
office, and Chairman Cole says the committee 
will. ‘‘Ican prove that the figuresI put on 
the property were fair ones,’’ Col. Priest 
said. ‘*I can tell the committee, too, if they 
want to hear it, how 1 construed the wishes 
of Mullanphy with regard tothe fund. I was 
not narrow while Iwas President. Itook it 
that Mullanphy’s wishes were that the money 
should be usedto help the poor generally, 
whether going North, South, East or West, 
and I carried them out according to that 
Idea. 

As to the plans of the committee, Chairman 
Cole said: ‘*Before we introduced that resolu- 
tion providing for a revaluation of the prop- 
erty by commissioners we consulted the City 
counselor. He advised us that the money 
of the fund could be used to pay the ex- 
penses of such a commission. The Board 
say they are spending the money in the same 
way. If they can do it, cannot the Council do 
It also. We think so, and so does the Oity 
Counselor. 

Jam sorry that an impression has arisen 
that this Council committee is antagonistic 
to certain men on the Mullanphy Board. The 
members of this committee certainlyhave had 
no share in creating thisimpression. We are 
after a system, not men. No can ever 
say that he has heard me speak of fraud or 
dishonesty in discussing the management of 
the fund. I have always taken their own fig- 
ures, hever going behind them, and drawn 
certain conclusions from them logically. 
When the property of the board is turned 
into per ent bonds, which will be the re- 
suit of this investigation, I believe, the tand 
will be administered by the same number of 
officers, precisely. The only 8 
change that Ican think of now would a 
reduction ofthe number of directors. The 
object ofthe committee will become clear 
after a while, as the thing works itself out 
and it will be seen that there is no persona 
hostility in what we are doing.

THE CHAMPION EXPLAINS HIS TROUBLE 
WITH JACK BARNITT. 


John L. Claims That Slavin Fears Him— 
Kilrain Thinks the Amsrican a Sure 
Winner if the Pair Meet—Completing 
the Annihilation of Garfield Park— 


Sporting News in General. 


Since his return from Australia John L. 
Sullivan has been much talked about and 
many alleged interviews have been printed, 
says a San Francisco telegram. In the face 
of the many stories afloatthe Boston cham- 
pion bas submitted toa long interview at 
Portland, in which he defends himself from 
the attacks and repliestothecritics.

Itcame out for a week, but was so 
white on the sides of the chin that I went 
down to the barber and had him trim them 
down diagonally from the corners of my 
mouth, and that is the way they were when I 
arrived in San Francisco. The story about 
my alleged Sausalito row with Jack Ashton 
was made entirely out of the whole cloth, as 
Jack himself can testify. Wenever had any 
sort of a row, and are the best of friends.

THR OUTLOOK FOR RACING IN THE EAST. 

The new year opens with every promise of 
a season of unequaled bDrilliancy and pros- 
perity on the turf, says a New York writer. 
Of course, the war between thetwo factions 
that at present separates racing into two dis- 
tinct classes is not encouraging, but the ef- 
fects of this war will not be felt to any extent 
by race followers, however embarrassing 


they may be to the professional horsemen. 
None but the most pessimistic fear that rac- 
ing itself will suffer or that the American 
thoroughbred will become degenerate. No; 
the sport will not only make more rapid strides 
as a pastime for all classes, but pride in race 
horses is growing; the values of stakes are 
greater thanever, and theclass of horses 
that will be seen during 1892 will probably be, 
asa whole, abovethe average of any year. 
What will be the condition of racingin New 
Jersey no one Can foretell.
